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This is a decision on the petition, filed June 8, 2007 to correct the name of the assignee 
on the front of the Patent, which is being treated under 37 CFR 3.81(b) 1 . 

The petition is GRANTED . 

Petitioner states that the assignee is NORTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY and seeks to 
correct the face of the patent due to a typographical error made on the Fee(s)

The petition fee 
in the amount of $130.00 has been charged to deposit account no. 13-2855, and the 
fee for the certificate of correction has been applied.
